Remaing of an 0ld-Time Mill with an
Interesting Record,

SAVED MANY SETTLERS FRCM STARVING

Carloun Relle of the Enrly Hintory of
Nebroska Offerecd for Exhibit
at  the l‘u-l--: Exe
- ponition,

A curlous old relic of pioncer days In Ne-
braska has been put at the disposition of the
exposition management by 8. B, Parks of
Boribmer, one of the earliest setilers ln Ne-
braska. It Is a corn and cob crusher, which
did noble gervice during the severe winters
which marked the early history of the strug-
gling territory. Mr. Parks wrote to Secre-
tary . W. Furnas of the Nebraska His-
torical soclety and offered to allow the old
mill to be exhibited among the precious
relles whichh the society has gathered from
all quarters. He aerked that transportation
boe furnished for the old mill, which Is still
Intact. Secrotary Furnas forwarded the
lotter to Seceetnry Wakefield and the latter

has turned it over to Seeretary O, C. Holmes
of the Nebraska Millers' assoclation, with
the suggestion that the mill be installed as a
part of the exhibit of milling machinery and
products to be made under the auveplces of
the assoclation. Secretary Holmea will lay
the matter before the executive commitiee
of Lils aseociation at an early day and It ls
highly peobable that the historic old relic
will be glven a promianent place ln the ex-
hibit of modern mliling smachinery.

The letter of Mr. Parks to Secretary Furnas
contalne a pathetle story In a few woris.
Aside [rom questiong regarding shipment the
body of the letter was as follows:

I have a east lron eorn and cob crusher
which I think I8 the first grist mill in Ne.
braska Lerritory, It was brougnt from
Quiney, 1L, to Fontanslle, Neb,, In 185 by
a Mr. Richardson. 1 bought It of his
widow Jn 1860, It furnlshed the meal and
Ysamp™ that kept the people of Fontanelle
from starving the terrible winter of 1K6-7,
It nlgo furnlshed the princlpal food for all
the ploneer settlers of  Fremont, West
Polnt, DeWitt and vielnlty and FElkhorn
valley as far ax  gettled. n _did good
service In the winter of 1861-2,.  There waa
aboit two feet of snow on the level taat
winter and we had to grind corn and wheat
In the old mill or sturve. ‘The grinding
process was very simple—hitech a ¥oke of
aiattle on the end of the sweep, put your
corn or wheat In the hopper and pound
your oxen on the back. With a sleve you
gifted the ground materinl. The course
product wag greund agaln,  You could grind
about ten bushels a day If you attended to
husiness, Yet 1 must glve the old mill
credit for belng Industrious, for just as
goon as It fAnlshed grinding one Erain It
commenced on anotoer. Yet It wam n
great Improvement on a coffee mill that
woe ground ssl ecorn In in the winter of
1KGK, The hopper and sweep of the old
mill are gone and the stump on which It
restd ls about two and one-half Inches In
diameter,

CRITICAL SITUATION IN MISSOURL

Btate Commisslon Issnen n Pablle
Deciarntion of Intention.

Exposition matters have reached a crisls
in Missourl, A mecting of the state com-
mission was held In 8t, Louls Friday of last
week at which the treasurer reported that
$11.000 had been subecribed, although all of
this had not been turned over to him. After
a protracied seselon the commisslon Issued
a general notiee to the public that unless
$7,600 additlonal {s subecribed by the date of
the next meeting, Aprll 22, the ldea of hay-
ing a state exhibit will be abandoned.

During the meeting the situation was thor-
oughly canvaseed, and the members of the
commligslon expressed themselves very freely
regarding the apathy of several sections of
the state. The “enterprising and rich town
of St. Joraph,"” as one of the commissioners
culled It, was credited with exactly $7, and
{te generosity furnished a text for several
“gomplimentary'' remarks,

Each commlissioner reported on the condl-
tlon In his district, and it was the consensus
of op'nion that the state will be saved the
humilintion of belng counted among the ah-
sentees al the exposition, but it was agreed
that whatever la done must be done qulckly
and publie announcement was made that un-
lees ot least $7,600 additional is in hand by
the next meeting every member o! the com-
mission will reslgn,

It developed at this meeting that there are
a number of localitles which have raised
money for a local exhibit, and none of this
money appears in the money collected by the
commission. Individuals all over the state
are nlso making preparations for exhibitiog
and activity In atock elreles 1s espectally no-
ticeable. 8t Loule firma bave notified the com-
miesion that their exhibit of llve stock will
be four times as large os at the World's falr
and the exhibit of horticulture will be one
of the linest ever seen in the country, From
the reports of the heads of the various de-
partments it was evident that the space re-
morved by the commisslon will be entirely
ton small. Every department has asked for
additions] epace,

Plang for the Mlissour! bullding have been
drawn by L. C. Buckley & Bro,, of St. Louls.
IL Is to be 60x80, and Ia a very handsome
looking structure. It will cost about $10,000,

FOR THE FIREMEN'S TOURNAMENT,

President Wattles and (he Commitiee
Agree on o Plan.

The conference between President Wattles
of the exposition and the executive commit-
tee of the Natlonal Firemen's assoclation re-
sulted In an sgreement regarding the me-
eommodations which are to be provided by
the exp:eition for the natlopal tournament
which the firemen propose to hold in Omaha
during the summer. President Wattles
agreed, subject to the approval of
the exposition executlve commlittee,
to furnish the grounds for the
exhibitlons which it Is proposed to
give in connectizn with the tournament and
to supply such bulldings as will be required
for these exhibitions, consisting principally
of "bulldings to burn.' On thelr part, the
firemen agreed to hang up purees aggregating
$20,000 In premiums and to form an assocla-
tlon to stand behind these premiums and
make them good. These conditlons will be
luid before the exposition executlve commit-
tee by Presldent Wattles and as soon as they
have been ratified the firemen will lssue a
call for a tournament.

In the meantime the iremen have returned
home and will await the action of the expo-
sitlon management. As soon as the contract
between the parties Is completed the firemen
will commence active work to have the
Omaha meet the biggest event in the history
of the couniry. They express the greatest
confidence In belng able to assemble In
Omaha at least 50,000 firemen, Iin addition
to the thousands of people who will ¢come to
gce the exhibitions given by the fire fightera,

PAND MUSIC FOR THE EXPOSITION.

Director Kimbhall ‘Annonnces Con-
tracts with Noted Organisations,

Musical Director Kimball reports that all
arrangemeats have been completed for the
band musie of the expositlon during the
first three months It will be open. The or-
ganization which will furnish the outdoor
music of the exposition will be among the
very finest musical organizations In the
world. Prominent among this class stands
the famous Uaited States Marine band, ac-
knowledged to be one of the most efMcient
organizations of its kind. This band will
play on the exposition grounds for a period
of five weeks, an engagement for the full
baml having been closed by telegraph yes-
terday. The Bellstedt-Ballenberg band of
Cinekanatl, an organigation of Afty men, will
play a four weeks' engagement. Phinney's
United States band of Chicago will appear
for four weeks, with forty-five men, and the
famous Mexican band of seventy pleces will
play an engagement of slx weeks, This will
carry the musle to about August 1, and In
the meantime negotiations are In progress
for other organizations,

The Theodore Thomas orchestra has been
engaged, ns heretofore announced, for a
peried of five weeks to play in the Auditoriom
with the privilege on the part of the exposi-
tion of extenling the engagement.

Bids for the construction of the Service
bullding were lald before the exezutlve com-
mittee yesterday afternoon, This bullding
Io designed for headquarters of cach of the
departments of the exposition and the north
wing of the bullding Is designed for an
emergency hospltal. The vislting newspaper
men are also provided with spaciovs quar-
ters In the propcsed structure. The bids were
as follows: Caipenter work—Westlake Con-
atruction company, $0,880; George Moore &
Son, $12.350; John Raasmussen, $12,255, Stafl
work—F. A. Seciffert, $2,703; Smith & East-
man, $3,685. The blds were referred to a
epecial committee to confer with the ar-
chitects with a view of cutting down the ex-
pense of the bullding.

Manager Reed was authorlzed to make cun-
tracts with W. T. Higglng for the eale of
aea ahells and shell goode In the Liberal Arts
bullding; with George T. Boyer for the ex-
clusive right to sell chewlng gum and candy
in two of the main bulldings and on the
grounds, excluglve of the Midway; and with
Lacy & Cralg for the privilege of selling
buffalo herns on the grounds.

A lcemse for the use of the bulldings on
old Fort Omaba veservation has been re-
celved by President Wattlea. These bulld-
ings will be thoroughly renovated and put
In conditlon for use for such purpoees so
they are best adapted in connectlon with the
milltary camp which will be established ca
the reservation. The executlve departmeat
is continuing its effocts to mequire the use
of land surrcunding the old fort for the en-
campment of the mliltla of the wvarious
states which will visit the exposition and
make thelr annual summer camp here,
These efforts are meeting with success snd
u large tract of sultable lend has been
secuved for this purpose,

Replies continue to be recelved from the
commanding officers of the variouo state
troope and these replles indicate that In
the event of the willtia not being otherwlse
engaged the military feature of the exposi-
tion will be a very prumht?il_ one,

WHAT THE LOCAL HACKMEN WANT,

Presldent of the Union Explainas Its
Grievances anid Ohjecta.

OMAHA, April 9,—To the Editor of The
Bee: In the kwue of March 31 of The Bee
Is an article censuring our union because of
a petition to the city couvmell praying that
the license fee for passenger vehicles be In-
creased to §50 a year. Amongst other re-
marks The Bes says: As a matter of fact,
It springa from a desire to mcnopolize the
business by shutting out competitors, Now,
grant that The Bee to rome extent as to
that part of Its item ls correct. I have
been driving a hack Geve In Omaha for
something llke twenty years, and 1 have
been reading The Bee, the Herald, later the
World-Herald, In all these years, but I have
never yet seen such honest words In any of
the papers in op:csition to monopolizing by
shutting out competitors In the hack busi-
ceea of Omaha. Mr. Editor, It you would
uze your powerful and valuable paper in
advocating thls good principle agalnst the
Influential end woalthy as unctintedly as you
have dono against us hackmen It would be a
Godsend, not only to us heckmen, but to
the publle at large.

Just look back upon the past and see the
Inconvenlence, mjustice and Wrong perpe-
trated against men, women and children of
all classcs, who have been compelled to
walk through rain, mud and slime before

::ey can obtain the service of & hack. Docs
at

not a&pring from a desire to
monopolize the businces by shutting
out the hacks? We have implored

the powers that be for years and years to
permit one hack to stand downm at the dupnt
and when he gets a load for another to drive
in. Oh, no, not much. They know well
enough that 4 person who knows enovgh ‘o
get out of the rain would take a hack In
preference to an ommibus when they could
::ave the hack for the same price or even
BEg,

People are kept In ignorance of the real
factg, People who arrive here In Omaha and
desire the service of a hack will walk around
around and look around untll finally they
get thelr eyes on Officer Fiemming or Joe
Mlik or the city police. They will ask what
kind of a plice Is this with no hacks here.
Thore gentlemen will call hacks for all thsse
who desire Lthelr service, But how does a
stranger kaow Lhat he must first go and
find a pollceman before he can obtaln the
service of a hack? When the trains were
running into the old depot the Union Paclfie
Railroad company =old to the transfer com-
pany the three first stands for $2,000 a year.
DId they not sell gomething which they had
no lawful right to sell? Yet the rallroad
company hired and pald a man aad the elty
of Omaha Invested him with police power to
enforce thelr illegal act. The three first
stands the tramsfer company bhought were
covered with planks, but where our hacks
were standing there was nothing but deep
mud. And aftoer the transfer hacks hud
been loaded and went away and the stands
were vacant they would not let us occupy
them, though we agreed to move out as soon
a8 thelr hacks came back. Men, women and
children had to emwl in between our hacks
and In the mud and slime before they could
get Into them. Does not that spring much
from a desire to monopollze?

We have a s=tlll more serlous matter to
contend with. This 1= also a matter that
aprings from a desire to monopolize the
business by shutting out competitors, only
that it goes a good deal further, Mr. J. D,
Kitchen has for years either directly or In-
directly used his Influence snd power with
the city officlals in excluding hacke from
his hotel, so that he could eell space In
front of the same to some firm and usze the
police power to enforce the act. Mr. J. D.
Kitchen has falled in thls. Now he Las
Invoked the court to ald him In Impesing on
the people, We have done hm no wrong,
we have been useful to him; the people who
patronlze him are also useful to him, yet
he elther wants the people to walk to and
from his hotel or he wants to extort money
from them by depriving them of hick com-
petitiom. Hacks are es mudcli of a public
neeessity as the atreet cara, yet Mr. Kitehen
wants the ccurt to move all the hacke
from the stresti: of Omaba which stand there
for hire, because, as he says 'n hls afdavit,
the horere smell bad.

As to the reason of our petition, I would
say that It does not Im any scnse of the
word mean to shut out competitors, be-
cause the amount of the license ls not pro-
QGibitive. It springd from a desire to as
much ge pogsible curtall the number of
vehicles who may come here, that the busi-
neeg be so divided that there may be but a
small portion for each of us. They may not
neceasarily all be hacks or cabs, they may
be carryalls and omnibuses, and any kinds of
vehicles sultable for conveying passengers.

0Of the principles our union advocates, 1
would like to state a few, Amongst them
la honesty and equal right, kindoese to
womem and children, and politencas In gen-
cral. It strictly prohiblts intemperance and
overcharging, A member ls not at liberty
to charge anything above the establlshed
rates, but he ls at full liberty to charge as
much below the e2tablished rate as he, In
his judgment, considers that he can do the
work for. Our alm ls to render rrompt
and good service, making rates to sult the
public, and gala the confidence and good
will of the public at large. I am, very

Leavesisthe Oity.

PROSECUTING WIDNESS LOSES HIMSELF

Care Agnimat Ses Narbank Falls
Throngh and dhe One Agninst
Minnile Stephens is Likely
to Fall Alno.

The man who complained to the police
that he had been robbed of a big roll of
mouney and a gold wateh and chaln In the
apartment Gouse of Mrs, L. R. Burbank, allas
Minnle Jounes, at 8174 North Filteenth street,
one night last week whille he wan in a bath
there, did not appear in pollce court yester-
day afternoon to push the prosecution of the
case against the latter when it was ocalled
for a preliminary hearing. Assistant County
Attorney Winters was on haad to look after
the state’s Interests and JAttorncy Willlam
J. Clair was preseut as counsel for the pris-
oner. It waa coon ascertalned by the prosecu-
tion, however, that the complainant biad sud-
denly changed his mind about carrying the
f.!l‘ﬂl.lblo further In the courts and left the
clty.

Under these elreumstances theee was noth-
Ing for the state to do buc set the case over
 until Thursday afternocn, which s osominally
a dismissal of the action, and to consent to
the release of the Burbank woman on her
own recognizance, Iva Miller, Mrea. John
Shlelds and John Barth, against whom the
pollce had tried to find evidence that would
comvie! them as acceesories to Lhe alleged
tebbery, were also dlscharged. Bouds had
been furnished for Barth and he was oul ot
Jall, but the two women were compelled to
remain [n the custody of the pollce until
yesterday afternoon withoul the ehadow of
a poselbllity that they could be Implicated
| In the trouble. The coly reason the police
gave for holding them at all wae that prob-
ably they would be wvaluable witnesses
againet the Burbank wcenan, and that as they
were both residents of lowa I released they
would leave the state, thus defeating the ends
of justice in the case of the Bucrbank woman,
Iva Miller I8 a daughter of Adam Miller ot
Hardin townelilp, Pottawattamie county,
Iowa, who has & large farm near Council
Bluffs,

Tals case had hardly been paseed when the
assistant county attorney was confronted
with trouble in a similar action that was set
for a prelimionary hescing In police court.
Pollce Officer Havey had returned in  the
morning from Chicago, bringing with him
Minnie Stephens, wiio ls charged with grand
larceny by F. V. Beaver, a stockman of
U!ycses, Neb,, the &pecific crlme being that
ghe robbed him with the assgletance of C. H.
Stortz and Mionle Stortz of 32360, After the
woman returned Beaver had an Interview
wilthh her at the city jall. Then he declared
that he did not want to preosecute the case
and Mr. Winters Immediately sant for County
Attorney Baldrige. That ofMclal lasisted that
Beaver should appear agalrst the trio, which
he eceluctantly did do finally; but his testi-
mony amounted to little more than hie asser-
tion that the emoney he had lost was givin
to the Stephens woman by him and that the
reason why he had complalped agalnot her
wans to get her back to him. Before the stale
rested its case the hearing was adjourned
until today, and when the woman, who Is out
of jall under bonds, left the court room she
wae followed into the street by Beaver,
